In seeking to prevent the restoration of the compro¬ 
mises, the Administration makes war against the popular 
will, expressed by two-thirds of the suffrages on which our 
Government rests. The members of Congress who repre¬ 
sent the free States have a constituency numbering at the 
last census a white population of 13,330,650. Those 
who represent the slave States had a constituency of 
6,222,418 of white population, and coanting three-fifths 
of the three-millions of slaves forming a basis of represen¬ 
tation, the total constituency of the South would be about’ 
eight millions against the thirteen millions of the North. 
To this minority of eight millions—ami Since the last 
census it has fallen to a still more decided minority*— 
President Pierce and his Northern confederates are en¬ 
deavouring to give the preponderance. This they call 
sustaining the democratic principle— the Democratic 
party—Richardson, its representative candidate, has two- 
thirds of the Blouse voting against him on every ballot. 

The baseness of the motive prompting this fraud makes 
more despicable the pretexts under which its perpetrators 
seek to cover it; but the violent and fatal measures 
adopted, both in Kansas and the Capitol, to render it 
successful, show that there is scarce any atrocity at which 
these conspirators will stop. Yet, when we consider the 
probable consequences to our institutions, and the prece¬ 
dent set in converting onr Republic into an Oligarchy, 
the outrages on the right of suffrage and even the blood¬ 
shed in Kansas are as nothing when compared with the 
efforts making by the Executive to break down the Re¬ 
presentative power, which is the heart and soul of the 
Republic, and deprive it of the possibility of action.

THE LATE DISTURBANCE AT BETHANY 
COLLEGE, VA. 

lo the Editor of The N. Y. Tribune. 

Sib : On the 14th and 15th of November, 1855, we, 
the undersigned, broke off onr connection with Bethanv 
College. We did not take this step thoughtlessly, but 
alter due consideration deemed ourselves compelled to do 
so, contrary to our intentions on entering the college and 
to our pecuniary interests, by our love of liberty and 
humanity, our consciences and onr religion.

We cannot share with him the love he feels for the Union 
as it is, nor yet the willingness he expresses to help hold 
it up. We are satisfied with the experiment at this pre-1 
sent time, and think that nothing further is needed to 
signalize its utter failure. When we see that, under the 
form of a Democracy, it has made politically omnipotent j 
the closest and smallest of all oligarchies, an oligarchy 
resting not on descent from benefactors of tbe public, or 
on personal merit, or services towards the common weal, 
but solely on ownership of human beings—when we . opp 
that prerogatives are giveD to these odions oligarchs 
virtue of their dealings in flesh and blood, and that the 
whole machine is so contrived as to give them the control¬ 
ling power over it—and when we see that this power has 
been used solely for its own increase and perpetuity, and 
all the offices and functions of government set up for sale j 
to the highest bidders in servility—and when we 
the actual effect has been, what morally and philosophi¬ 
cally it must have been, to set the whole weight of the 
Union cn the hearts of the Slaves, as the mountains were 
piled on the giants by the victorious gods, so as to keep 
them forever under—when we have seen such things, and 
more of which these are bnt the types, the natural, neces¬ 
sary, logical consequences of the Union as it is, we think 
the experiment has been tried long enough, that it has 
utterly failed, and that the only thing to be done is to try 
again in the light of the former failure. Yes, we think 
that the sooner the Union is let slide, the better; that its j 
influences are evil, only evil, and that continually; and 
that what civil and social rights we have saved out of the 
fire, we hold in despite and not because of the Union. 

These are our deliberate opinions. We believe that 
Slavery exists in this country, at the present moment, I 
solely through the aid, comfort and protection it derives j 
from the Constitution and the Union. We believe that 
the physical, political, social, moral and religious | 
support that Slavery derives from the Union of the Slave 
States with the Free States that enables it to withstand 
the influences of the Age which, without this fostering 
care, would soon doom it to the destruction which has 
overtaken all past Crimes and Cruelties, and will yet 
reach and overwhelm those that yet survive. We believe 
that this makes out a sufficient case for Revolution; that 
government with these original and inherent 
its very Constitution, and which has, by the natural aDd 
necessary course of events, been growing worse and worse, 
is fit only to be destroyed and trampled under the 

hastening to build up a better in its stead. We see, 
too, that, by a just consequence of the sins, our fathers’ 
and onr own, which this Union has made necessary, we 
have been curtailed of*all the rights the Constitution was 
intended to secure to white men, that we possess none by 
its grace or protection, and that we are threatened with 
the loss of all that in anywise interfere with the supre-1 
macy of Slavery. Thongh we confess that tMs is but 
f just chastisement for onr guilt in thus casting in our lot | 
with the worst of tyrants and consenting to be made the 
tools of "their cruelties and abominations, still we think 
that these very fruits of our crime are meant as a Divine 
warning to put it away from us, that we ma 
selves from its punishments. Look.at it in any light, and 
from any point of view, we cannot see in the Union any- 
tMng to love, anything to revere, anything that promises 
or is even possible of good. Let the cable be cut. Let | 
her drift out to sea and founder, and be accursed to all 
generations. We believe there is safety or good only in 
escape from her. There is timber enough, and men 
enough, to build and man another, from whose top-mast 
no black flag shall fly, and whose thunder shall be for the 
terror and not the comfort of tyrants. 

Having these opinions as to the Union and the Consti¬ 
tution, we cannot place ourselves by the side of Mr. 
Banks and of the party he represents. We cannot sup¬ 
port such a Union. We cannot swear to support it, 
meaning to do our best to destroy it. We cannot appoint 
others to do any of these thrngs for ns. We are shut out 
from political power, primarily or derivatively, not be¬ 
cause wef do not love it as well as others, necessarily, but! 
because we cannot pay the price which most be paid for 
it. We must be true ty ourselves, come what may. 
Even the Slaves may not ask ns to sacrifice onr own sense 
of personal duty and honour for their deliverance. Bnt 
we are assured that ours is both the right and the effec¬ 
tual way. We have seen no results of Anti-Slavery poli¬ 
tical action, in the Federal arena, that make ns doubt the | 
worldly wisdom of our course. Men of large Anti-Slavery 
hearts, with no snch scrapie as withholds ns from public 
life, have been sitting in either House at Washington for 
years, and. what have they accomplished? What have 
they even hindered or delayed? John Qnincy Adams, 
Giddings, Sumner, Palfrey, Hale, Smith, and many more, 
have been doing their endeavour there for long years, and 
what have they brought to pass ? They have done a good 
work as Anti-Slavery lecturers, standing on a platform 
from which all the world could see and hear them, and 
agitating the subject of Slavery. But this is not what 
they were sent there for. What have they done, or hin¬ 
dered from being done, politically, as Members of the 
Legislature? Let Texas, the Mexican War, the Com¬ 
promises, the Fugitive Slave Law, the Repeal of the 
Missousi Compact, answer. They not only have done 
nothing, bnt it is politically impossible they ever should 
do anything, as long as tbe present political system lasts. 
We think we are acting more wisely in our generation, I 
practically, if you please, in preparing the way for 
the only Movement that can deliver the country and help 
the Slave. It must and will come, for there are the 
Slaves; here are human hearts and human minds; and 
above is God himself. 


I would show their opposition to colonization. Show 
humane, religions and patriotic aim. That they are „ 
separate those whom God has separated. Why do the 
Abolitionists oppose colonization ? To keep and amalga¬ 
mate together the two races, in violation ot God a will, 
and to keep the blaokshere, that they may interfere with, 
degrade and debase the labouring whites. Show that the 
British Government is cooperating with the Abolitionists, 
for the purpose of dissolving the Union, the World’s Con¬ 
vention, etc. 

You can make a powerful artiole that will be fell, in 
every extremity of the Union.

PRIVATE LETTER FROM HENRY CLAY. 

In the Presidential straggle of 1844 the Whigs spared 
no effort to induce Abolitionists to vote for Henry Clay, 
alleging that, though a slaveholder, he was at heart op¬ 
posed to slavery and disposed to employ the powers of I 
the National Government in such a way as would effec¬ 
tually balk the schemes of the Slave Oligarchy. The fol¬ 
lowing letter, written in the fall of 1843, when prepara¬ 
tions were everywhere making for Ms nomination, reveals I 
the deadly enmity to the anti-slavery movement which 
rankled at his heart, and which so many of his friends | 
sought to conceal by a thick web of political casuistry 
and impudent pretence. While the Whig politicians of | 
the North were doing their best to induce anti-slavery 
voters to aid in elevating him to the Presidential chair, | 
Mr. Clay himself was secretly instigating Mr. Colton, the 
author of the “Whig Tracts” for the 
present and caricature their principles, asperse their char¬ 
acters and motives, and hold them up to public 
and reprobation. Here is the letter, which a friend has 
done us the favour to copy from Colton’s Life and Corre¬ 
spondence of the great Compromiser. It may be found 
at page 476, under the head of “ Private Correspond-j 

MB. CLAY to CALVIN COLTON. 

Ashland, Sept. 2, 1843, 

My Dear Sir : Allow me to suggest a subject for one 
of your Tracts, which, treated in yonr popular and con¬ 
densed way, I think would be attended with great and 
good effect. I mean Abolition. 

It is manifest that the ultras of that party are extremely 
mischievous, and are hurrying on the country to fearful 
consequences.

The [London] Anti-Slavery Reporter for December de¬ 
votes much of its space to the case of Passmore Wil¬ 
liamson, copying quite extensively from The Standard. 
The letter and resolutions of the Philadelphia Female 
Anti-Slavery Society, the testimony of the Kennett Pro¬ 
gressive Friends, and the action of other public bodies 
are duly recorded. We copy from the same journal the 
record of the action taken in this case by the British and 
Foreign Anti-Slavery Society, as follows : 

At a General Meeting of the Committee of the British \ 
and Foreign Ante Slavery Society, held at No. 27 New Broad 
Street, London, on Friday, the 2d of Nov., 1855, the fol¬ 
lowing resolution was adopted, and the Secretary was 
directed to forward a copy of the same to Passmore Wil¬ 
liamson’s father, with a request that he be kind enough to 
place it in the hands of Passmore Williamson; and far¬ 
ther that, after the lapse of a reasonable period, to allow 
of the said resolution’s being banded to Passmore Wil¬ 
liamson, the Secretary do forward copies of it to Judge 
Kane, and the other Judges who have given an adverse 
opinion in this case, and consigned Passmore Williamson 
to prison without bail or mainprize. 

RESOLUTION. 

‘ The Committee of the British, and Foreign Anti-Slavery

distinguished public men of the United States. 

“ The Committee earnestly hope that this general ex¬ 
pression of sympathy in Ms case may encourage others to 
‘ Walk uprighly and fear not I; and that the persecution 
he is suffering may awaken his fellow-countrymen to a 
sense of the danger with which their liberties are threat¬ 
ened by the Slave Power, and may induce them to unite 
in the employment of all moral and pacific means for its 
overthrow.”

L. Rose having been engaged as one of the lecturers 
the Independent Course at Bangor, Me., the pro-slavery 
sectarians of that city made a furious onset npon her, 
alleging that she was an infidel, and therefore unworthy 
to address a Christian assembly. The same people would 
have made no objection to a lecture from South-side 
Adams, Dr. Lord, or any pious trafficker in human flesh 
from the South ; but that a woman who, though possess¬ 
ing in an eminent degree the very spirit of Christ, was 
understood to reject or deny the dogmas of the popular 
theology, should presume to appear among them as a lec¬ 
turer upon philanthropic subjects, was positively shocking 
to their religions sensibilities. Such a fuss as they did 
make, to be sure! Bnt it was all of no avail. The man¬ 
agers of the lectures would not break an honourable en¬ 
gagement to gratify the spiteful bigotry of narrow-minded j 
sectaries. Mrs. Rose appeared at the appointed time and 
delivered two lectures, making a highly favourable im¬ 
pression, and, by her womanly dignity and earnest devo- 
the right, putting her enemies to shame.

Cologne, and that he undertook the Latin edition of Bar- 
tholomaeus as a commercial speculation, “ himself to ad¬ 
vance,” or profit. 

And, indeed, when we look at the state of England 
after the return of Edward IV. from his exile—the 
“ great divisions ” of which Caxton himself speaks—we 
may consider that he acted with discretion in conducting 
his first printing operations in a German city. It mnst 
be also borne in mind this was by far the readiest mode 
to obtain a competent knowledge in the new art. Had 
he come over to England with types and presses, and even 
with the most skilful workmen, the probability is that the 
man of letters who, two or three years before, had little 
or nothing to do in his attendance upon the Burgundian 
court, would have ill succeeded in so complicated and 
difficult a commercial enterprise. Lambinet, a French 
bibliographical writer, tells us that Melchior de Stain- 
ham, wishing to establish a printing-office at Angsburg, j 
engaged a skilful workman of the same town, of the 
name of Sauerloch. He employed a wliole year in 
making the necessary preparations for his office. He 
bought five presses, of the materials of which he con¬ 
structed five other presses. He cast pewter types, and, 
having spent a large sum, seven hundred and two florins, 
in establishing his office, began working in 1473. He 
died before he had completed one book; heart-broken, 
probably, at the amount of capital he had sunk ; for his 
unfinished book was sold off at a mere triflle, and his 
office broken up. This statement, which rest upon some 
ancient testimony, shows ns something of the difficulties 
which had to be encountered by the early printers. They 
had to do everything for themselves; to construct the ma¬ 
terials of their art, types, presses, and every other instru¬ 
ment and appliance. When Caxton began to print at 
Cologne, he probably had the means of obtaining a set 
of moulds from some previous printer—what are called 
strikes from the punches that form te original matrices. 
The writers upon typography seem tb assume the neces¬ 
sity of every one of the old printers cutting his punches 
anew, and shaping his letters according to his own notions 
ol proportionate beauty. That the great masters of their 
art, the first inventors, the Italian printers, the Alduses, 
the Stephenses, pursued this course is perfectly clear. 
But when printing ceased to be a mystery, about 1462, 
it is more than probable that those who tried to set up a 
press, especially in Germany, either bought a few types 
of the more established printers, or obtained a readier 
means of casting types than that of cutting new punches 
—a difficult and expensive operation. Thus we believe 
the attempts to assign a book without a printer’s name 
to some printer whose types that book resembles, can be 
little relied upon. Oaxton’s types are held to be like the 
type of this printer and the type of that; and it is said 
that he copied the types, with the objection added that 
he did not copy the best models. What should have pre¬ 
vented him buying the types from the continent, as every 
English printer did until the middle of the last century ? 
or at any rate what should have prevented him buying 
copies of the moulds which other printers were using ?
